Good  Hotels  and  Boarding  Houses,  at  St.  Ambroise,  Lake  St- 
Joseph  (the  Lake-View  House  and  Gurry’s  Hotel,)  St.  Raymond,  Lake  Simon 
Rivi6re-£i-Pierre,  Beaudet,  Lake  Edward  and  Kiskisink. 

St.  Raymond,  in  the  beautiful  valley  of  the  River  St.  Ann,  is  one  of 
the  most  delightful  of  places  for  a summer  residence.  Besides  having  good 
hotels  and  stores,  it  is  the  center  of  a large  district  abounding  in  lakes  and 
rivers,  well  stocked  with  fish.  The  sportsman  making  St  Raymond  his 
headquarters  can  obtain  good  sport  in  a different  direction  almost  every  day. 
The  scenery  is  beautiful  and  romantic  in  the  extreme. 

Batiscan  Valley. — The  railway  follows  the  south  shore  of  the  Batiscan 
River  for  some  twenty  miles  between  Riviere-a-Pierre  and  Beaudet.  The 
scenery  in  this  valley  offers  some  views  rivaling  in  rugged  grandeur  the 
celebrated  Saguenay. 

The  Bake  St.  John  Territory. 

The  territory  in  question  extends  from  the  head  of  navigation,  of  the 
River  Saguenay,  at  Chicoutimi,  to  the  Northern  boundary  of  the  Province  of 
Quebec,  a distance  of  220  miles,  and  from  the  sources  of  the  waters  flowing 
into  Lake  St.  John,  from  the  East,  to  the  River  St.  Maurice,  and  embracing 
the  valley  of  the  River  Batiscan,  a distance  of  200  miles,  the  whole  forming 
an  area  of  44,000  square  miles,  or  about  28,000,000  acres. 

Comparatively  little  is  known  of  this  great  country,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Valley  of  Lake  St.  John,  which  within  the  last  few  years,  has  been  col- 
onized with  great  rapidity,  and  now  contains  a population  of  some  40,000. 

The  Saguenay  and  St.  Maurice  regions  are  already  the  field  of  large  lum- 
bering operations,  estimated  at  60,000,000  feet,  B.M.,  per  annum,  or  equiva- 
lent to  about  one-fourth  of  the  whole  export  of  sawn  lumber  from  the  port  of 
Quebec.  Bake  St.  John. 

Is  thus  described  by  a gentleman  who  visited  it  recently. — “It  is  a magni- 
ficent sheet  of  water  abounding  in  fish,  such  as  the  Ouinanche  (land  locked 
Salmon)  weighing  from  5 to  14  pounds,  and  said  by  sportsmen  to  be  equal  in 
every  respect  to  the  ordinary  salmon,  Pike,  Dore,  and  other  smaller  kinds  of 
fish. 

Only  on  a very  fine  day  can  the  other  side  of  the  lake  be  seen  ; at  all 
other  times  it  conveys  the  impression  of  an  inland  sea.  Following  up  the 
west  shore  of  the  lake  the  scenery  is  very  fine.  A distant  blue  point,  hardly 
visible  at  first,  gradually  resolves  itself  into  a long  coast  line,  dotted  with 
farms,  villages  and  churches,  reminding  one  of  the  St.  Lawrence  below 
Montreal.  The  eye  never  tires  of  the  beautiful  landscape  ; on  one  side  fields 
of  wheat,  rising  gradually  from  the  border  of  the  lake,  on  the  other  the  broad 
expanse  of  the  lake.  The  Soil. 

Is  almost  universally  composed  of  a rich  grey  clay.  The  land  seems  to 
be  inexhaustible.  At  Pointe-aux-Trembles  I was  shewn  a field  of  wheat  which 
had  been  producing  that  grain  for  the  last  15  years  without  the  application  of 
any  manure,  and  the  grain  I saw  this  year  was  as  fine  as  any  to  be  found  in 
this  district.  Truly  one  is  struck  with  wonder  at  the  richness  of  the  soil,  for 
I believe  there  is  none  richer  in  Canada. 

The  climate  of  the  Lake  St.  John  region  is  said  to  be  that  of  Montreal ; 
there  is  no  doubt  of  its  being  superior  to  that  of  Quebec.  The  snow  fall  is 
certainly  less.  In  fact  farmers  complain,  that  they  do  not  get  good  sleigh 
roads  till  late  in  the  winter.  On  the  25th  of  September  this  year,  I remarked 
that  the  leaves  of  the  trees  were  very  little  tinted,  and  potato  stems  were 
still  green.  Wheat  and  all  grains  ripen  and  produce  luxuriously,  as  may  be 
seen  from  the  following  extracts  taken  from  the  census  returns
